THE FRAUD OrCANDIDATES' PLATFORM 
Wisconsin 
needs next winter to 


correct some mistakes made in tho 
primary law, If tho people are to he.ve 
that representative government they 
should. Reference 
is 
particularly 


made to thc coming convention of 
candidates chosen at the last primary 
There will not be afforded a better 
opportunity of seeing tho mistake of 
authorizing tho candidates to make 
their platforms, than the present sit- 
uation affords. 
Candidates of both 


parties are confronted by warring 
camps, all to insist upon that plat- 
form or planks deemed most helpful 
to them regardless of What might be 
uppermost in the minds of tae people.

GOVERHMENT PAPER LAUNDRY 


The government laundry establish- 


ed with the purpose of washing and 
ironing out worn and stained paper 
money is proving a success. It is said 
In eight hours' work, the legal gov- 
ernment work day. between thirty and 
thirty-live thousand bills may be thus 
put through the laundry. 


This will result, so the report says, 


in a large saving in the printing of 
new paper money and thus be help- 
ful in saving needed money for the 
government. 
But with this success 


which affects the engravers and the 
printers hitherto 
employed 
in the 


bank note division, curious folks may 
a»k them why not more attention to 
the recommendations of tho commis- 
sion chosen through the efforts of the 
president, that needed reformations be 
made in the departments, which with 
lessoning force required, will also save 
large sums of money? 
This report 


is made but congress does not act. 


But the government is not bank- 


rupt and It may be questioned if the 
country has grown so poor that it has 
to laundry lt« paper currency, instead 
of giving the people freshly printed 
notes. New money is crisp, is entire- 
ly free from that microby feeling, and 
in itself shows prosperity.

needed economy may be practised in 
other and better ways than to resort 
to laundry work on our paper money, 


WHY THIS DISCRIMINATION? 


About a year ago the city council 


passed an ordinance providing that all 
fruit and vegetable display stands be 
rumoVfid from walks and tho produce, 
kept inside stores. The chief argu- 
ment In favor of this ordinance was 
that flies, dirt and other unsanitary 
features make sidewalk stands a men- 
ace to health.

Even in Europe', where gov- 
ernment authority: is supreme, and 
partisanship unknown, • this govern- 
ment management has beBri decidedly 
inferior to that of, ^the roads whero 
private ownership was'in. evidence.

We ars making progress In aviation. 


Man is fast advancing toward

mastery of the air. The airship has 
been found useful in passenger service 
in Germany; it has proven of worth In 
the Turko-Italian war; itjs fast re- 
vealing the possibilities of man-made 
birds. There is yet a great deal to bo 
discovered. Complete mastery—when 
man shall skim the air and cut the 
breeze with the rapidity and tho 
safety of the bird on wing—Is sure to 
come. The day is not far distant when 
traveling In the air will be no more 
dangerous than traveling on land or 
at sea, and it will be far more accept- 
able. 
But is it worth while? 
Think of 


the awful, gory cost. Seventy-seven 
men dead within six months! Would It 
not be better, be more humane, to de- 
lay the advent of man'c mastery. If 
thereby some lives can be saved? 
More care, more time, less daring, 
less hasto may check progress—but 
only temporarily—only for a while. 


Man will master the air. There is 


no doubt of that. But he will do so at 
a terrible cost, if the fatalities in avia- 
tion continue. Why not take a little 
more time and reduce the cost?
